Of the few Freedmen’s Churches here reported as not having con- > 
tributed during the year, some have scarce more than a nominal 
existence, while all, or nearly all, are without any proper pastoral care. 
Nor would we forget that not a few of the 3,262 White Churches 
~The as not contributing are in much the same condition. 

he moneys credited to Freedmen’s Churches include only the 
amounts reported to the Committee, as given in support of our mis- 
sionaries among them, and for the various other objects which pertain 
to church-work in this field. A portion of the amount thus reported 
may have gone to other treasuries of our Church, but just how much 
we cannot tell. In any case, the figures named may be considered as 
approximating, very nearly, the actual amount given in money by 
these churches and schools in support of the work under care of your 
Committee. More has been done by them in labor in the erection of 
churches, etc., upon which we have no means of placing a correctly 
estimated cash value. Quite a number have also made contributions 
to other Boards of our Church. _ : 

The number of White Churches contributing this year is 9 less than 
contributed last year; and the amount given by churches and indi- _ 
viduals, for both general and special work, is $1,417.33 less than was 
thus given last year. And while the amount contributed this year by 
the churches, for the general work alone, is but $341.42 less than the 
amount thus contributed last year, the amount contributed by both — 
churches and indwiduals for this purpose, has fallen $4,374.59 below 
the amount thus contributed for the same purpose last year. The 
amount thus lost, together with over $2,000, which it was found 
necessary to take from the general fund and apply on a special work, 
—Scotia Seminary, main building—would have enabled us to report, 
instead of debt, a balance in hand. Nor should it be forgotten that 
the continued liberality of our friends in Scotland places our treasury 
in a better condition than it otherwise would have been, to the amount 
of the net proceeds of their benefactions. | 
_ As in preceding years, so in this, boxes of clothing—good second- 
hand and other—have been given; also Sabbath-school books and 
papers. These are gratefully received by these poor people. Such 
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donations could be largely increased to great advantage, and parties 
desiring to make such contributions are requested to write our Secre- 
tary as to where they should be sent. | | 


RECEIPTS FROM SCOTLAND. 


It was not to be expected that for two years in succession our 
receipts from Scotland would show no abatement. Good results, how- 


ever, of the interest awakened then—and named in our report of last 


year—are still manifest ; andthe collections made there for our work 
during the present year amount to $1,508.51, and the kindly feeling 


still shown gives promise of something farther still in store. Our 
friends in Scotland are tu be held in grateful remembrance for the 


practical sympathy which they have manifested in the work committed 


our care. 


SPECIALS. 


We are pleased to state that at least a few persons have realized the 
importance of permanent funds for the benefit of our Church’s work 
among the Freedmen, and accordingly we are able to report invested 
funds, given in the present and previous years—$7,000 for special 
institutions, and $1,000 for the general work—in all, $8,000, only the 
interest of which may be used. Such funds are - ag needed, 
especially for our higher and permanent schools, and we know not 


_ where persons of means could make investments with reasonable hope 


of doing greater good. | 
MISSIONARIES. 


These are preachers, catechists and teachers; and in the work 
under care of the Committee the present year—including a few assist- 


- ants in schools—the number is as follows :

Most of these ministers have large fields to care for, including in 


some cases four, six, and seven churches. The catechists are very use- 

- ful assistant missionaries, and have done a large amount of valuable 
Church and Sabbath-school work. The teachers are sent, not as mere 
educators, but as Christian missionaries. | 


Asa rule, your Committee employs as teachers only members of the 
Presbyterian Church ; and, in panel they seem. to realize that their 
mission is not educational merely, but religious as well, making prayer, 


_ praise, scripture lessons, and catechetical instruction a constant accom- 


paniment to the daily routine of school exercises. 


* Besides these 13, 19 of our ministers and licentiates, and 3 catechists have also been engaged in 
teaching.

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In this missionary = of our teachers, as we think, lies one grand 


power of our work. ith daily access to the minds and hearts of 
thousands, at a period when the memory is most retentive and the © 
heart most susceptible, their opportunities for doing good cannot well 
be over-estimated ; and hence means sufficient to supply every church 
under care of your Committee is greatly to be desired. Indeed, our 
Ministerial Missionaries feel that parochial schools are essential to the 
best success in their labors.

SELF-SUPPORT. 


Your Committee has all along endeavored to train these a 80 
far as reached by its influence, to some proper measure of self-support — 
in the work which it conducts among them. But it will be readily per- 
ceived that to train those who in all their previous years were cared for 
by others, to now care for themselves, is no easy task, and all the more that 
these people, for the most part, are in deep poverty. We are pleased, — 
however, to be able to say, that there is evident progress among them 
in this regard. A year ago, as was named in our last Annual Report, 
your Committee undertook, through the Presbyteries, to have, so far 
as practicable, “a definite sum” named, “to be paid by each church in 
support of its minister, for which sum he should look to the people 
whom he served, and not to the Treasury of your Committee.” e 
result has been encouraging. The Presbyteries acquiesced in the plan, 
ees in outying it out, and quite a number of our Missionaries took 
eir respective fields for sums igen Seo cay $75 to $300 for the year. 
But in no year “since Freedom,” probably, have these people experi- 
enced such “hard times,” and, in not a few cases, the amount 
upon has not been paid in full, and to the extent of these deficits, the 
rers in such fields have fallen short of their usual amount of sup- 
port. The amount actually paid for this p , as gathered from 
the reports for the year, is $4,076.75, which is r than the amount 
reported as = for the same purpose last year, by $1,006.12. And, 
unusual as have been their financial straits, the entire amount— 
$11,627.16—-reported as paid in cash by them during the year, in 
support of the various departments of the work in which we are aid- 
ing them, is $3,401.36* more than was reported as paid by them for 
the same purpose last year. | ae |

Two additional fields have each. undertaken the entire support of 
their ministers in the present year; and there are now 10 or 12. 
churches in our work which may be considered as self-sustaining. 

Of church buildings, a number have been improved or completed 


during the year, 15 are incomplete, and the whole number reported is 


102. Belonging to these are ten manses or homes, all of which are 
free from debt. The united value of these churches, manses, homes 
and school buildings connected with them, is estimated at $95,450. 
This does not include the property of Biddle University, Wallingford 


_ Academy and Scotia Seminary, the united value of which is estimated 
at $46,450, making the entire estimate of property $141,900. 


Several of our churches have reported a pleasant religious interest 
during the year, with additions of from 15 to 52 each.

_ Our schools continue to be strictly parochial; and statistical reports — 
from the field show that, besides the large amount of “good seed” 
sown in the hearts of the young by our missionary teachers, their 
work still tells encouragingly in the way of TRAINING INSTRUCTORS 
FOR THEIR OWN RACE. 


ScHoo.s. 


1. BrppLe UNIversrry, Charlotte, N. C.; Rev. S. Marroon, D. 
D., President, Rev. J. H. Soepp, Rev. R. M. Hat, and Rev. W. D. 
MosmaN, Professors, with one assistant and three tutors. 

Since our last Annual Report, this school—-heretofore known as 
above name, with e powers an collegiate e; and it 
greatly needs increased aid from its friends. Originally established 
and now chartered anew for the special purpose of training colored 
preachers, catechists and teachers for their own race, it holds a place of 
the first importance in the work of our Church among the Freedmen. 
It is lo in their midst, among the best of their class, and at the 


terminus of six railroads. Hence it is easy of access, attracts the 


most desirable students, keeps them surrounded by their own people, 
among whom they find abundant opportunity for doing good during 
term time, and in vacation an open field near at hand for mission 


work greatly needed. Another advantage is, that thus surround 
they will retain, in a large measure, the simple and inexpensive habits 


_ of their own people; and moreover, having been gathered from, and 


thus constantly kept in contact with those among whom, for the most 
part, they are preparing to labor, they will necessarily retain a one- 
ness of feeling with, and an adaptation for laboring among them, 
which may ye be hoped for in those who have not been so gath- 


ered and so train 
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This institution reports 131 students enrolled during the present 
term, of whom 78 are professors of religion,’ 30 are studying for the 
gospel ministry, 15 are catechists, and 49 have taught during the year 
over 160 months. Quite a large sum has been paid by the students © 
during the year for self-support, but we are unable to give the exact 
amount. Of the whole number, there are in the Theological Depart-. 
ment, 5; Classical Department, 37; English Department, 89. It has 
a fine location upon a plat of 20 acres, overlooking the city of Char- 
lotte, and about three-quarters of a mile from its limits. The buildings 
consist of the University, a substantial frame, 50 by 54 feet, three | 
stories high; three houses for professors; a boarding hall and two 
small dormitories. The lot and buildings are valued at about $18,000. 

There is, however, but a partial endowment of only a single profes- 
sorship, and hence the salaries of the professors must be paid by your 
Committee, as are those of other missionaries. The buildings afford 
comfortable accommodations for only 90 students, while there should 
be room for many more. Endowment and building funds, then, are a 
pressing necessity, and these wants cannot long be denied without 
seriously hindering the prosperity and usefulness of the institution. 
We earnestly commend it to the prayers and liberality of all who have 
an interest in the Freedmen, on account of their past history, their 
present citizenship and necessities, or their relations to Africa, to which 
several of its students have been looking forward as their future field 
of labor. Scholarships of $100 for a single year, or for each of a 
number of years consecutively; a general fund to aid students who 
can support themselves for but part of a single term; and supplies of 
bedding and substantial clothing are in constant demand. 

The president and professors, aided by catechists, have the additional 
labor of caring for quite a number of churches. | 

About the middle of the term the president wrote as follows: 

“Our school work has moved on prosperously. * * * There 
is much hard study, and a good state of religious feeling. We can 
see manifest gro in those who are church members, and several 
have been hopefully converted, and others are thoughtful.” 


2. Scorra Seminary, for colored girls, is located at Concord, N. 
C., under superintendence of Rev. LukE Dor.anp. 

It has three lady teachers and two assistants, and its design, as 
expressed in its charter, is “to educate colored girls in Religion, and 
in the Arts and Sciences usually taught in seminaries of a high order ; 
and in those domestic duties which belong to the highest type of wife, 

mother and teacher.” 

In our Report of last year.we stated that steps had been taken 
towards the erection of the om pra at least, of a main building for 
this Seminary, and we are P to say that this portion of it is now 
completed and occupied. It is of brick, 75 by 42 feet, three stories 
above the basement, and the cost of its erection and completion was | 
about $12,000, of. which $5,000 were the omg gift of Rev. Geo 
Morris, of Baltimore, Md., and his sister, Ann Morris McDowell, 
of Scotland and by the late Scott, 

-» of “yO unty, O. e entire property of the Seminary 
~icieding $1, endowment fund—is now estimated at about 
$16,000; and it may be considered clear of debt. Par 
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It reports 128 pupils, of whom 89 are professors of religion—56 of 
them members of the Presbyterian Church, and 40 have taught during 
the year about 103 months. $2,240.29 have been paid by the pupils, 
during the year, for self-support. In addition to their religious and 
intellectual culture, upon which great care is bestowed, they are taught 
to cut, make and mend their own nage also, finer needlework; and 
they perform the entire household work of the institution, including 
cooking, washing, ironing, &c.; all of which is so systematized that 
these duties are never allowed to trench upon the hours assigned 
to study and recitation. This systematic training is of great value to 
those whose previous condition naturally induced careless habits. 

_ This institution is the only one of its kind under care of the Com- 
mittee, and its success is deemed of special importance, both for the 


training of teachers for schools, and for the proper cultivation of 


refinement and virtue among both sexes. Applications for admission 


come from quite a number of the Southern States, and the desire to. 


enter is strong; but more room is needed, and hence funds sufficient 

to complete the remainder of the building are greatly desired. Schol- 

arships of $45 ~ year—or term of eight months; partial scholar- 

ships, and supplies of ladies’ good second-hand wearing apparel are 

constantly needed. | |

3. BRAINERD INsTITUTE, at Chester, S. C., Rev. S. Loomis, Super- 
intendent, is well located in the edge of Chester, upon a lot contain- 
ing one acre and a quarter. Upon this it has a neat two-story 
frame building, combining school-rooms, and rooms for a missio 
“ Home,” also two cottages (with others in contemplation) for educa- 
tional purposes. It reports 277 pupils, of whom 34 are professors of 
hes ry on are studying for the ministry, and 9 have taught during 

part of the : 

_ The wieaial object of this school is to give higher educational advan- 

tages to the children of the Presbyterian families in Chester Mission. 
This is a school of much promise, and funds to complete the buildings 
and otherwise carry out its design, would be well bestowed. 


4. Norma Institute, at Winsboro’, 8. C., Rev. 


WILLARD RicHARDsOoN, Superintendent, occupies a lot containing over 
an acre, upon the front of which is a comfortable “Home,” with 

leasant surroundings; upon the rear a good church and school 
_ building, 60 by 33 feet, consisting of three rooms, and between these 

other unfinished buildings of less value. Its design is one and the 
same with that of Chester, and its superintendent has also the care of 
several churches. He has had much experience as an educator, and 
is doing an excellent work. 

This school reports 172 pupils, of whom 56 are professors of religion, 


4 are studying for the gospel ministry, and 18 have taught during the 
year. Funds are needed one to provide more room for students. 


WALLINGFORD 8. C., an A. Pat- 
TON, Principal, has a good building, inc — chapel and school- 
rooms, also a good “ Home,” and the whole, inclu 


ing the lot, is valued 
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- at $18,450. It enrolls 280 students, and requires the services of the 


principal and four teachers; but has neither endowment fund nor | 
philosophical apparatus. This institution has taken a high grade, is 
doing an excellent work, and should be carefully fostered.

In considering the figures of this table, it should be remembered 
that those pertaining to students for the gospel ministry, catechists and 
superintendents of Sabbath-schools, came from but four of the five 
institutions named, as Scotia Seminary is for girls only. __ | 

These figures go to show that God is giving good success to our 
higher schools in the work for which they have been specially designed 
—‘the training of preachers, catechists and teachers for their own 
race.” 


The teachers of our parochial schools are required to ask of each 
pupil a small tuition fee per week, and to collect the same, so far as — 
practicable, where so doing may not seem oppressive, the amount to be 
reported monthly to the office of the Committee. In this wa 
nearly every school has been induced to do something towards se 
" iy) 4 the total amount reported, as thus raised during the year, 
is .26. | 

Approximate reports sent in by our teachers go to show that 
102,683 verses of Scripture have been recited by their pupils, that 684 
are committing to memory the Shorter Catechism, and that 99 have 


completed it during the year. 


EXPANSION. 
Year after year your Committee has pleaded for means to enlarge 


the work entrusted to its care. It has pointed to the eager desire of 


this people for the privileges of the church and school ; to the marked 
success with which God has blessed the work so far as prosecuted ; to 
the obligations which our Church is under to care for what remains of 


14,000 colored Presbyterians and their descendants; to the numerous | 


states of the far south and south-west, among whose teeming colored — 
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populations we have not opened a single mission ; to the manifest and 
pressing necessities, temporal and spiritual, of these 4,000,000 of 
people—late slaves but now citizens—and so an integral part of our 
nation; and to the vast influence, for food or evil, which they 
must necessarily exert upon it; and from all these we have endeavored 
to draw and urge reasons why our Church should afford increased 


means for enlightening and evangelizing these millions to whom we 


owe so much, and from whon, if still neglected, we may justly fear so 
much. But so far as expansion of our work is concerned, we have 
pleaded in vain. In this regard the work stands still; while the 
internal strength, growth and vigor of that already in hand, is such 
that the laborers cannot but call for more men and more means, and 
feel restive under the denial of that which your Committee has not 
the power to give, though so greatly needed. This, of course, cannot 
ps other than painful both to them and to us. And while our Church

But a few years since, the names of four or five large southern 


- cities were “pager as points selected by the Roman Catholic Church 


for establishing churches and schools for the Freedmen; that these 
cities were chosen as centres from which her influence should extend 
into the regions beyond; that a number of priests, who were trained 
abroad for this purpose, had arrived, and that the work was already 


~ commenced. o, but a few months since, it was published that some 


sixty-five schools for Freedmen had been planted by this church in the 
far south and south-western states; and in the light of this statement, 
how appropriate the following, in a southern religious journal, under 


the heading— 
“A STARTLING MOVEMENT.” 


“Christianity, intelligent, vital, spiritual Christianity, certainly 
produces good morals and good citizenship, and we see-no exception in 


the case of this people. It is the height of folly then, it is political 


and social suicide, to withhold this blessed agency; suicide, we say, 


because we and they are in the same ship. We are dependent, in 


our social and political relations and interests, largely on their moral 
status. We cannot afford to leave them as they are, or to allow them 


to pass under the dark shadow of a spiritual despotism which has ever 
_ proved the bane of nations.’ 


If the Protestant Church. will not enter and 


must expect the Roman Church to do it in her stead—and then, “what 


shall the harvest be?” The North, as well as the South, “ cannot 
afford to leave” these people “as they are”; much less “ to pass under 
the dark shadow of a spiritual despotism” which has but one history. 
The highest motives, social, civil and religious, forbid it; and the 
Presbyterian Church in the United States of America cannot afford to 
do less than her full share in endeavoring to diffuse among this entire — 
people that “intelligent, vital, spiritual Christianity,” without which 
she may not —s find general “ good morals and good citizenship ” 
among these 4,000,000, which none may longer deny are a great power 
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Instead then, of only 1,687 of our churches, will not the larger eo

The Standing Committee, to which was referred the Report of the 
Presbyterian Committee of Missions for Freedmen, through its Chair- 
man, Rev. J. B. Brrrincer, D. D., presented its Report, which was 
— ~ the Assembly. The following are extracts from it, viz. : 


THE WORK. 

“The Freedmen’s Committee is a Home Missionary Society, a Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society, a Church Erection, and an Educational Society combined, and 
yet there are fewer churches contributing to this cause than to any other of our 
SCHOOLS. 


“ The Schools are the training places for the teachers, catechists and preachers, 


to whom the Freedmen must look for their intellectual, moral, and religious 


elevation. These institutions are right among the people from whom their pupils 


- must come, and from such schools as these must go out most, if not all, of the 


future missionaries to these vast populations of freedmen. We cannot foster them 
too carefully. Their efficiency, the cheapness with which they can do the work, 
the sympathy between them and the people from whom they have sprung, and to 


whom they will minister, are the providential channels through which our — 
.and aid must mainly flow.” — 


HIGHER SCHOOLS. 


“ All these schools are prosperous. The number of their pupils puts to shame 
many of the older schools in our country. The thirst for knowledge among the 


colored people seems to have increased in proportion to the degree of their pre-_ 
vious exclusion. All are ambitious to learn, and ambitious to teach. * * * 


Moreover, the teaching of all those who come out of these higher ree: 


_ institutions is always religious.” 


CHURCHES. 


“Religion, too, is as characteristic as their thirst for knowledge. If figures 
are any test for the growth of churches, then the colored churches far surpass the 
white churches in the ratio of their increase. These churches average over 
eighteen converts to the minister, and we only about six. And their liberality 


keeps pace with their professed piety. Self-support is a growing virtue among 


them, despite ae former condition and consequent habits of dependence.” 
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CONTRIBUTIONS.
